- WASHINGTON, April 30. 
Unquestionably the Truman-Acheson Administration and its sup­ 
porting Joint Chiefs of Staff have been put on the defensive by the 
power and force of General MacArthur’s remarkable speech to Con­ 
gress last week. 
Just as unquestionably another effect of that speech 
has been to arouse an overwhelming popular sentim ent behind him 
in all parts of the country. 


It now remains to be seen w hether these advantages can be held 
by the General during the tests to which he will be subjected next 
week, when he appears before the Senate Committees on 
Armed 
Forces and foreign Affairs. 
Also, there are the charges made by Kpd- 
ator Nixon, of California, that a campaign of calculated disparage­ 
ment already has been launched against him. For it is abundantly clear 
that the Truman Administration, the Pentagon and the State Depart­ 
m ent are not going to accept this popular approval of General Mac­ 
A rthur without vigorous protest and a real fight. To do so would be to 
acquiesce in a smashing verdict against themselves. 
This is altogether 
too much to expect— particularly when they are equipped with quite 
effective weapons for reprisal 


In the first place, these committees are controlled by stalwart 
Administration Democrats. 
Well briefed in advance, it is anticipated 
that by adroit questioning these will be able to dissipate some of the 
glamor through which the people now view the General and reduce 
his present heroic stature to that of an ordinary man.

“The standards applied to grants 
in 1938 had no relation to the 
cost of living, but were, in fact, 
based on schedule# rather arbi­ 
trarily established in 1936 by the 
State Emergency Relief board.

But I have really saved Urn best 
for 'the last: 
the roses. Ju st like 
it says in the catalogues, they are 
as big as dinner plates, and they 
grow like weeds, honest, just like 
weeds; 
it’s enough to drive an 
am ateur crazy. 
Give a rose an inch in this cli­ 
mate and it takes a mile. 
One 
climbing rose will cover half a 
house—and a big house, to boot. 
Every rose is a tree rose in size 
and absolutely, positively covered 
with great, big, huge, enorm ous 
blossoms. 
I guess maybe it’s the clim bing 
roses that have me talking to my­ 
self. 
Im agine *a 
house covered, 
really , truly covered with red roses 
the size of a salad plate; o r pink 
roses, 
if you 
prefer, or yellow 
roses, if you are a yellow rose man. 
It is simply wonderful. 
But I still think it’s sneaky, to 
say the least, for the seed cata­ 
logue boys to come out here and 
take th eir pictures, honest, maybe, 
but sneaky and misleading.

SPRAY OR DUST WILL HELP 
STRAWBERRIES 
The size, quality, and yield of 
straw berries can be greatly im­ 
proved by controlling spittle bugs 
and other insects th at attack the 
plants early in the season. Yields 
of berries can be increased as 
much as 30 per cent when an 
insecticide is properly applied. 
The small, 'yellow nym phs of 
the spittle 
bug start appearing 
around the crown of the plant in 
April. They can be detected by 
small patches of foamy-like spittle 
on the leaves and stems. As the 
nymphs grow larger, they tu rn to 
a greenish-yellow color and the 
spittle mass which surrounds them 
also increases in size. They usual­ 
ly com plete their developm ent in 
June and become m ottled-brow n, 
wedge-shaped hoppers which are 
a little larger than a grain of 
wheat. 
The adult spittle bugs are very 
c o m m o n 
during 
the 
sum m er 
months and can easily be detected 
when they jum p from the plants 
and weeds on which they* have 
been resting of feeding. The adult 
fem ales lay eggs, during the fall, 
which will develop early the next 
spring. 
For control of spittle bugs mix 
2 tablespoons of 50 per cent chlor- 
dane w ettable powder in 1 gallon 
of w ater and 
thoroughly spray 
the straw berry plants just before 
the first 
blossoms appear. 
One 
gallon of spray will cover about 
30 feet of row. For large plantings, 
use two pounds of 50 per cent 
chlordane w ettable pow der to 100 
gallons of w ater and apply about 
200 gallons of spray per acre. 
A 5 per cent chlordane dust 
may be substituted for the spray. 
Use about 35-40 pounds of dust 


per acre. On sm all plantings, use 
4 ounces of the 5 per cent dust 
to each 30-50 feet of row. 


COWS, HEIFERS NEED 
PROTECTION FROM BLOAT 
Cows and heifers soon will go 
out on pasture and green feed, and 
m easures must be taken to prevent 
bloat. 
Bloat is caused not so much from 
excessive am ounts of gas form ed 
in the animal s stomach but by in­ 
ability of the gas to escape. 
The 
escape of this gas is accom plished 
by belching of the anim al. 
Gas is 
a norm al product of digestion but 
under norm al 
conditions 
it es­ 
capes. 
If not, the anim al swells 
up and the gas is absorbed by the 
blood and poisons the anim al. 
Belching is a natural act in a 
cow’ and served as a safety valve 
to perm it the escape of gas from 
the stomach. 
This voluntary act 
occurs when the stom ach has been 
properly stim ulated. 
Irritatio n of 
the stomach lining by tickling or 
scratching with coarser m aterial is 
the stim ulus needed which relaxes 
the opening for the escape of gas. 
Hay and coarser m aterial con­ 
tain a great deal of fiber and stiff 
m aterial while green legum es are 
very soft. 
G reen grasses are well 
provided w ith equipm ent for irri­ 
tating the stomach lining. 
Hungry and greedy anim als are 
the ones most subject to bloat. To 
prevent 
bloat, 
cows 
or 
heifers 
should receive hay or other fibrous 


m aterial before being turned on 
pasture. 
This is particularly true 
w here th ere is a large am ount of 
clover or legum es in the pasture. 
W here 
the 
pasture 
is 
largely 
grasses, bloat is less likely to oc­ 
cur. 
However, it is always advis­ 
able to feed some dry hay as a p re­ 
caution when cows are first turned 
on grass pasture.

Policy In Asia 
Is Need Of U.S. 


So Declares Senator 
Magnuson Who 
Is Now In Japan

tonight “inform ation reaching us 
from Moscow” indicates Russian 
m ilitary leaders fear the territorial 
appetites of Soviet political bosses 
will force the Russian arm y into 
disaster. 
He 
declared 
the 
dem ocracies, 
and particularly America, are w in­ 
ning the battle for tim e but called 
for a m ore decisive policy in Asia. 
W ith A m erican support and di­ 
rection, M agnuson declared, either 
the arm y of N ationalist China or 
any arm y of Japanese volunteers 
could be used against Com m unist 
China. 
The question of Japanese volun­ 
teers, he predicted, will be thresh ­ 
ed out this week by the Senate 
arm ed services com m ittee during 
deliberations 
on 
testim ony 
by 
Gen. Douglas M acA rthur and the 
joint chiefs of staff. 
M agnuson declared the UnitetL 
N ations should not be d eterred 
from action in Asia by fear of 
touching off a third world w ar 
because “when Russia is ready to 
fight us in the third world war 
she w.ill just begin to fight and 
won’t need any excuse.” 
Deterrents To Russia 
D eterrents to Russia and fac­ 
tors which are w orrying Russian 
m ilitary’ chieftains, M agnuson said, 
include: 
1. M ounting 
A m erican 
arm ed 
m ight. 
2. The 
Am erican 
atom 
bomb 
"and 
another 
bomb 
they 
know 
som ething about.” 
3. A m erican 
avd 
B ritish 
air 
power. 
4. The 
realization 
th a t 
even 
Russia with her vast population 
cannot afford to over-extend her 
arm ies, particularly in the far east 
w here a long, tenuous land supply 
line would have to be kept open 
to support Russian arm ies from 
th eir bases of supply. 
M agnuson said the U nited States 
m ust m ake up its m ind "sooner or 
later” who it will back in China, 
but added: 
No Truck With Red China 
“We m ust throw out any con­ 
sideration 
of 
having 
any 
truck 
With a Com m unist China.” 
He said: 
“ As N ationalist C hina still is a 
bona fide m em ber of the U nited 
N ations she should be entitled to 
participate in all U nited N ations 
actions. I think it was a m istake 
not to have let them have had at 
least a token force in K orea. 
“ In Hongkong I learned from 
people 
who 
had ju st 
left 
Red 
C hina th at th e C om m unists are 
m aking a big propaganda point 
of the fact th at the N aionalists 
w eren’t perm itted to fight in K orea. 
The Com m unists say th at proves 
the U nited N ations don’t w ant any 
Chinese, even the N ationalists.” 
T he decision to support N ational­ 
ist China, M agnuson said, “m ust 
w ait until we can back it up” w ith 
A m erican strength and w ith ap­ 
proval of U nited Nations. A m er­ 
ica, he said, m ust take the lead in 
convincing the other U nited Na­ 
tions th at N ationalist C hina m ust 
be supported. 
M agnuson added, however, th at 
if and when N ationalist C hina is 
brought into the A siatic struggle 
In full strength it m ust be under 
com plete control and supervision 
of A m erican auhorities. 
He said some leading Chinese in 
T aipeh insisted th at any future 
A m erican aid be tightly super­ 
vised to avoid w eaknesses of the 
past. 
M agnuson said he didn’t believe 
N ationalist 
China

strong 
enough now to invade the Chinese 
m ainland, saying: 
“It would be folly to consider an

Hoover appeared before the Ful- 
bright Senate com m ittee on bank­ 
ing and currency. 
He 
said 
that 
sm all 
business 
loans— not 
exceeding 
$ 100,000— 
should be granted and adm inister­ 
ed by Federal Reserve banks as is 
now the case w ith regard to de­ 
fense production. 
Should Be Liquidated 
The 
only 
living 
ex-president 
said: 
“ 1—I believe th at the R.F.C. 
(which was created on his recom ­ 
m endation) should be liquidated. 
“2— It should be liquidated by 
its new adm inistrator. 
"3— I believe some facilities for 
loans in the sm all business field 
should be continued under other 
organizations.” 
Mr. Hoover said: 
“Starvation for credit in this 
area cannot have been very great 
during the last five or six years 
. . . From the num ber of loans 
under 
$ 100,000 
made 
by 
the 
R.F.C., and assum ing they w ere 
necessary, the relative figures in­ 
dicate that probably 99 per cent 
of small businesses m anaged to 
finance them selves otherw ise. 
“ Be that as it may. the need 
should be tested out. 
“The Federal Reserve banks are 
already engaged in guaranteeing 
loans 
for 
defense 
production. 
T herefore I suggest th eir au th o r­ 
ity to be extended to a 100 per 
cent guarantee (where necessary) 
of ’small business’ loans and to 
adm inister 
them. 
The 
reserve 
boards should be indem nified by 
the governm ent against losses. A 


sm all organization should be set 
up in the treasury to guide this 
purpose." 
Hoover suggested that the “col­ 
lateral activities" of the R.F.C. 
be tran sferred to appropriate de­ 
partm ents 
“w here 
definite 
re­ 
sponsibility of a cabinet officer 
or single-individual adm inistration 
can be established." 
In 
iiis statem ent. 
Hoover 
re­ 
ferred to previous testim ony list­ 
ing loans to hotels, hard and soft- 
drink distillers and poolroom pro­ 
prietors. 
He said: 
“W hat public Interest th ere can 
be in operations of these types of 
business at the taxpayers' risk is 
difficult to see.”

—A Congressional Committee will 
investigate 
charges 
that 
some 
Pennsylvania school operators paid 
state officials ir. order to qualify 
for GI payments. 
Rep. Teague <D) Tex., announced 
that the speeial House group which 
he heads will hold a series of pub­ 
lic hearings soon in Philadelphia 
and 
Harrisburg, 
regarding 
the 
charges and other alleged mal­ 
practices. 
Teague’s committee is investigat­ 
ing the operation of schools under 
the Gl Bill of Rights. He said that 
three committee investigators in 
Philadelphia found "many cases of 
irregular practices involving vet­ 
erans schools and supply houses.” 
He added: 
"Also included in 
the 
evidence 
was alleged 
mal­ 
practices on the part of State 
Boards.” 
Teague said this consisted of 
“alleged collusion between officials 
of State Boards and prospective 
school operators in which the pros­ 
pective operators were guaranteed 
approval of the school by the 
State Board for various sums of 
money.” 
Teague declared that the in­ 
vestigation also disclosed "irregu­ 
lar practices by veterans’ adminis­ 
tration employees.” 
Teague stated that "concrete ex­ 
amples of what has been uncovered 
in Pennsylvania include: 
Falsification 
of 
veterans’ 
at­ 
tendance records by school opera­ 
tors, "resulting in fradulent billing 
to the government for services 
rendered.”

A chain operation of schools in 
which veterans were automatically 
transferred from one school to 
another in order to maintain a full 
quota for the schools and guaran­ 
tee uninterrupted government sub­ 
sistance payments.

He admitted on the stand that 
$600 contributed to his 1946 and 
1948 campaigns "in all probabil­ 
ity'’ came from Mrs. Soliday, but 
said he did not know at the time 
that she was the donor.
